What  Can  One  Neighbor  Do? 

Recently,  Jewel  Walli,  a  neighbor,  was  over  at  the 
Park  with  her  daughter  and  two  of  her  friends  (all  2 
year  olds).  Without  warning,  a  dog  jumped  through 
a  hole  in  the  fence  and  tackled  on  of  the  children. 
The  little  girl  received  only  a  small  cut  by  her  eye 
but  was  pretty  scared.  In  the  past,  Jewel  had  written 
letters  about  the  condition  of  the  Park.  This  time, 
she  got  angry.  She  e-mailed  supervisors,  Rec.  &  Park 
officials  and  everyone  who’s  address  she  could  get 
hold  of.  The  result?  The  fence  has  been  repaired,  the 
homeless  dog  owner  has  been  asked  to  leave  the 
Park  and  the  dangerous  tennis  court  wires  have  been 
removed.  We’re  sorry  that  it  took  the  endangerment 
of  a  small  child  to  get  some  action  from  the  various 
bureaucracies,  but  we  applaud  Jewel  for  raising  her 
voice  and  being  heard.  Thanks,  Jewel!  What  can  one 
neighbor  do?  A  lot. 
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REPORTING  AN  AN  EMERGENCY 

Its  important  for  residents  in  the  neighborhood  to 
report  any  suspicious  activity.  People  often  think  they’re 
bothering  the  police,  but  that’s  not  the  case.  The  police 
want  to  hear  from  people.  Citizens  should  realize  that 
the  number  of  police  officers  assigned  to  a  neighborhood 
is  based  on  the  number  of  reported  incidents  and  calls 
that  are  received  from  an  area.  The  more  vocal  a  neigh¬ 
borhood  is,  the  more  attention  it  gets  from  the  police. 

What  To  Report 

According  to  officers  at  our  Ingleside  station,  resi¬ 
dents  should  call  the  station  at  553-1603  and 
report  any  suspicious  behavior  they  observe.  They 
also  encouraged  residents  to  organize  neighbor¬ 
hood  watch  groups.  It  has  been  documented  that 
crime  rates  are  less  in  neighborhoods  with  SAFE 
watch  programs.  Criminals  don’t  like  doing  busi¬ 
ness  in  a  neighborhood  where  people  are  watching! 

Tips  for  Reporting  an  Emergency 

Many  times  people  claim  they  don’t  get  the  response 
they  need  from  calling  91 1 .  Here  are  some  tips  forget¬ 
ting  police  to  respond  to  an  emergency  quickly: 

1 .  Use  911  for  emetgency  calls  only.  If  you’re  call¬ 
ing  about  a  loud  party  or  a  suspicious  looking  char¬ 
acter  in  your  neighborhood  don’t  tie  up  the  91 1  line. 
Instead,  call  the  non-emergency  number:  553-0123. 

2.  Don’t  play  it  down.  Let  the  operator  know  it’s  a 
serious  emergency.  Let  them  know  if  there  is  a 
crime  in  progress  and  if  weapons,  alcohol  or  drugs 
are  involved.  If  you  don’t  tell  the  91 1  operator  these 
things,  she  or  he  will  give  your  call  a  low  priority. 

3.  Use  a  cordless  phone  and  don’t  hang  up  until 
police  get  to  your  door.  If  you  don’t  hang  up  the  91 1 
operators  will  be  able  to  locate  your  address  even  if 
you  can’t  speak.  If  you’re  scared,  you  should  tell  the 
operator  that  you  want  to  stay  on  the  fine  until 
police  arrive.  With  a  cordless  phone,  you  can  move 
around,  hide,  if  necessary  and  still  stay  connected. 
If  something  happens  and  the  situation  gets  worse, 
the  911  operators  will  be  able  to  alert  police  to  get 
the  scene  faster. 

4.  Remember  that  911  operators  are  trained  civil¬ 
ians  and  do  not  have  the  same  experience  as  police 
officers  so  give  them  as  much  information  as  you  can.
